USDA unveils new icon on how to eat all healthy-like ^

The food pyramid is out. The dinner 
plate is in. 

The U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture today introduced the new 
icon— a dinner plate showing rec- 
ommended proportions of grains, 
fruits, vegetables and proteins, with 
dairy on the side — as part of its My- 
Plate nutrition initiative. 

The icon replaces the food-pyr- 
amid design that has been used for 
the same effort since 2005. It will 
be accompanied by online materials 
and a new campaign to encourage 
people to eat better. 

MyPlate is “a simple, visual, re- 
search-based icon that leaves an un- 
mistakable message” about proper 
nutrition, said Agriculture Secre- 
tary Tom Vilsack, who was joined at 
the ceremony by first lady Michelle 
Obama in Washington. 

The design is the visual repre- 
sentation of updated nutritional 
guidelines introduced last year by 
the USDA and the Department 
of Health and Human Services. 
Whole grains, fruits and vegetables 
are emphasized, and consumers are 
advised to avoid trans fats, sodium, 
sugars and heavily processed bread 
products.

The vow factor 

Millennium Park ceremonies among first ushering In state’s civil unions

More than 30 same-sex couples, in suits 
and flowing wedding gowns, gathered 
Thursday morning in Millennium Park to 
be among the first in the state to enter into 
civil unions. 

Gov Quinn, who signed the civil unions 
bill into law earlier this year, spoke before 
the ceremonies began, saying: “This was 
one of the most important bills Illinois has 
passed in anyone’s memory” 

“This is indeed a historic day a special 
day that all of us in the land of Lincoln can 
celebrate. There are all kinds of families 
in Illinois, but we are all the family of Il- 
linois.” 

Wednesday was the first day couples 
could get civil union licenses and, as with 
marriage, there’s a one-day waiting period 
before a ceremony can be held. 

Mayor Emanuel also was in Millennium 
Park and said he started the day in his of- 


fice officiating the civil union of one of his 
top advisers, David Spielfogel, his chief of 
policy and strategic planning. 

“It has been a long journey here, and for 
all of you entering into civil unions today 
you have a long and fruitful journey ahead,” 
Emanuel told the crowd of about 200. 

Outside one of the park entrances, 
about a half-dozen protesters stood quiet- 
ly, holding a sign that said: “Marriage. One 
man. One woman.” 

Illinois now is the sixth state to allow 
civil unions or their equivalent, which pro- 
vide same-sex or opposite-sex couples the 
same state-level rights as married couples. 

At the park, a string quartet played on 
a patch of grass adjacent to Pritzker Pa- 
vilion. The couples were accompanied by 
dozens of friends and family members, and 
each ceremony was surrounded by a clutch 
of photographers and videographers. 

Tenisha Watkins and Shanelle Moffett 


of Maywood still were overwhelmed by 
the experience after their ceremony ended 
and they walked to a reception at the Chi- 
cago Cultural Center. 

“I honestly didn’t think we’d get to be a 
part of something like this,” Moffett said. 
“It’s so historic, and to be able to do this in 
such a public way It just feels great.” 

Standing on pink and white rose petals, 
the couples each went through a similar 
ceremony, with the Cook County circuit 
court judges who were officiating end- 
ing with a celebratory “I pronounce you 
partners in civil union. Tbu may kiss your 
partner.” 

Carrie George and Cheryl O’Toole came 
to watch the ceremonies, even though 
they’re waiting until July to do their own. 

“It’s really amazing that this is happen- 
ing here in Illinois,” George said. “It’s a 
very public acknowledgment that these 
relationships exist.”

Eormer Gov. Rod Blagojevich told jurors 
Thursday he was working to name state 
Atty Gen. Lisa Madigan— not U.S. Rep. 
Jesse Jackson Jr.— as Barack Obama’s suc- 
cessor in the U.S. Senate when he was ar- 
rested in 2008. 

Testifying for a fifth day in his corrup- 
tion retrial, Blagojevich insisted Madigan 
was his first choice 
for the Senate seat 
all along— but 
only if her father, 

Illinois House 
Speaker Michael 
Madigan, backed 
a raft of legislative 
proposals Blago- 
jevich wanted 
passed. 

Blagojevich said he floated Jackson Jr. as 
a possible candidate for the vacancy only 
to get powerful Washington insiders, who 
he said did not want Jackson to succeed 
Obama, to broker a deal with Speaker Ma- 
digan. 

“Is it fair to say that Lisa Madigan was 
the front-runner in your mind,” attorney 
Aaron Goldstein asked Blagojevich. 

“On the condition that I get a deal,” 
Blagojevich said. ‘Absent the deal, she 
goes from first to last.” 

Blagojevich is on trial for a second time, 
charged with 20 counts, including con- 
spiracy, bribery, wire fraud and attempted 
extortion. 

A jury in August found him guilty of one 
count of lying to federal prosecutors but 
did not reach a unanimous verdict on the 
more serious counts. 

Prosecutors presented testimony earlier 
in the trial showing Blagojevich allegedly 
favored the idea of appointing Jackson af- 
ter business supporters of Jackson’s in the 
Indian- American community offered as 
much as $1.5 million in campaign cash. 

Shrugging off U.S. District Judge James 
Zagel’s order that he simply answer the 
questions put before him, Blagojevich 
continued Thursday to sometimes offer 
up rambling statements. 

Blagojevich also said that on Nov. 14, 
2008, he told his former deputy governor 
Robert Greenlee he might appoint him- 
self to the Senate seat vacated by then 
president-elect Barack Obama. 

Still, a week later, Lisa Madigan was 
“very much on my mind,” Blagojevich 
said.

Blagojevich 
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study to test 
the benefits 
of bullet train

The University of Illinois will lead a study 
examining the options to build tracks 
exclusively for 220 mph buUet trains op- 
erating initially between Chicago and 
Urbana-Champaign and eventually car- 
rying passengers the length of the state 
in about two hours. 

Gov Quinn announced the $1.25 mil- 
lion state-funded study Thursday at a 
meeting in Chicago of the US. High 
Speed Rail Association, whose leaders 
have questioned the benefits of the fed- 
eral government and numerous states, 
including Illinois, investing in train ser- 
vice that tops out at no mph. 

Quinn acknowledged that building a 
220 mph network will be costly and likely 
take up to 50 years. He compared the rail 
project to the construction of the na- 
tion’s interstate highway system, which 
kicked off in 1956. Still, Quinn said he 
expected to see the first bullet trains op- 
erating during his lifetime, joking that he 
planned to live to 102. 


First steps for river cleanup 

The Illinois Pollution Control Board on 
Thursday took the first step toward desig- 
nating stretches of the Chicago River, Cal- 
Sag Channel and Little Calumet River safe 
for “primary contact,” a legal term that in- 
cludes activities such as kayaking, canoe- 
ing, boating, wading and swimming.

A time capsule placed in a University of 
Chicago science building by one of the 
fathers of the atomic bomb more than 
60 years ago was opened recently, with a 
formal ceremony revealing its contents held 
Thursday 

Enrico Fermi— who led the research 
team that built what was known as “Chicago 
Pile-i,” the first nuclear reactor— and 
then-U. of C. President Robert Maynard 
Hutchins, put the time capsule in the cor- 
nerstone of the Research Institute Building 
in 1949, according to a statement from the 
university; 


Among the contents of the copper box 
were architects’ sketches for the building, 
a booklet on “The New Frontier of Indus- 
try-Atomic Research,” as weU as a road 
map and train and airline timetables, ac- 
cording to an inventory of the box. 

An opening of the time capsule was live- 
streamed on the Web starting at 4 p.m. A 
statement from the university originally 
had said the capsule would be “opened” 
Thursday but a spokesman for the univer- 
sity later acknowledged it first was opened 
about a month ago to ensure its contents 
were intact. Speakers at Thursday’s cer- 
emony included the dean of physical sci- 


ences, Robert Fefferman, as well as physics 
professor Roger Hildebrand and chemistry 
professor Stephen Berry 

The building, 5640 S. Ellis Ave., is sched- 
uled to be demolished in August, to make 
way for the new Eckhardt Research Center. 

It once housed the Enrico Fermi Insti- 
tute, which focuses on nuclear studies, and 
the James Franck Institute, which focuses 
on the study of metals. Both institutes were 
founded in 1945, three years after Fermi 
led the team that created the first artificial 
nuclear chain reaction, in converted squash 
courts under Stagg Field, the university’s 
football stadium.

Michael Fassbcndcr’s name seems to pop 
up most any time a new film project is an- 
nounced. “Prometheus/^ Ridley Scott's pre- 
quel to ‘Alien’? Jim Jarmusch’s new vampire 
movie? Danny Boyle’s “Trance”? 

A film industry hungry for a hunky lead- 
ing man with action-hero potential is taking 
a hard look at Fassbender. He was Rochester 
in the recent “Jane Fyre,” a Roman soldier 
on the run in ancient Britain in last year’s 
“Centurion.” 

He’s now Erik Lehnsherr, the torment- 
ed Holocaust sur\avor who will become 
Magneto in “X-Men: First Class,” current- 
ly in theaters. 

At 34, born in Germany and raised in 
Ireland (thus the accent he shows off, out 
of character), the Drama Centre London- 
trained Fassbender barely has time to 
catch his breath between film jobs, meet- 
ings about film jobs and premieres. 

“It is a dream come true for me,” he says. 
“The way I got here, it took some time. 
Sometimes it takes a lot longer, sure. But 
I felt like I really took a journey to get to 
this point.” 

The journey began in earnest with a role 
in HBO’s WWII series “Band of Brothers” 
(2001) and continued with a lot of British 
TV work. Eventually, he would be plucked to 
join the ensemble of “Inglourious Basterds” 
(2009). But the role that made him was 2008’s 
“Hunger,” a little-seen but acclaimed drama 
about Irish Republican Army hunger strikers 
during the 1980s. 

“It’s been an incredible trip from ‘Hun- 
ger,’ ” Fassbender says of the film, for which 
he lost much of his body weight to look con- 
vincingly emaciated. “ ‘Hunger’ 
definitely changed my life, in 
terms of being recognized 


by filmmakers, since that was very much a 
filmmakers’ film.” 

So everything afterward would have to be 
a breeze, right? Playing a comic-book villain, 
for instance. 

Magneto has “a whole lot of complex- 
ity to him,” Fassbender says. “Emotionally, 
he’s coming from a very damaged place. I 
like the ambivalence of it. I want the audi- 
ence leaving the theater wondering, asking 
the questions themselves rather than being 
spoon-fed {what to think] like a lot of these 
supervillain characters.” 

“Holocaust survivor” is, Fassbender notes, 
just “the first part of his makeup. ... {Magneto] 
tries to live an honest Hfe even after the con- 
centration camps, in the comic books. But 
the human race lets him down. 


“So he’s left alone. Every personal rela- 
tionship he has gets damaged or torn away 
from him.” 

Fassbender might have tried to back-engi- 
neer the character, as he was pljyed in the ear- 
lier “X-Men” films by Sir Ian McKellen. But 
director Matthew Vaughn wouldn’t hear of it. 

“He said, ‘Ibu know, there’s something 
about this character that reminds me of an 
early Bond, a Sean Connery Bond from the 
’60s,’ ” Fassbender says. “Connery had this 
unusual accent and voice, and Matthew^ heard 
similarities with myvoice,andwesortofwent 
with that.” 

Fassbender is not new to comic-book ad- 
aptations, having played a heavy in last sum- 
mer’s disastrous ‘Jonah Hex” adaptation. He 
doesn’t concern him self with a film’s success, 
resolving only to take each part seriously: 
“Just because it’s a comic-book story or a fan- 
tasy that doesn’t mean I approach it with any 
less seriousness.” 

And with “X-Men,” he had plenty to chew 
on. 

“The great thing about ‘X-Men’ is that 
within the philosophy and story of the saga, 
there are very real and relevant human is- 
sues— alienation, being ostracized from soci- 
ety for whatever reasons — ethnicity, religious 
beliefs or sexual orientation.” 

And the setting for much of this prequel 
is the early 1960s, during the Cuban Missile 
Crisis. 

“It’s a great manipulation, isn’t it? Dealing 
with a period in history that has a lot of mys- 
tery still surrounding it, a lot of frenzy around 
the world, the paranoia. ... There is room in 
there to play with that piece of history, which 
our scriptwriters have very cleverly done.”

Because even superheroes can have 
difficult, lonely upbringings, “First 
Class” charts the origin of Vlarvel war- 
riors, including Charles 
Xavier/Professor X 
(James McAvoy), Ra- 
ven/Mystique (Jennifer 
Lawrence) and Erik/ 

Magneto (Michael Fass- 
bender), who we know 
becomes a villain, but 
at this point is a good 
badass. Together they 
battle the former Nazi 
(Kevin Bacon) who 
killed Erik’s mother and 
wants mutants to wipe 
out humanity before 
an extermination goes 
down the other way around. 

The buzz: Yes, this is really a prequel 
to a prequel, since “First Class” ar- 
rives after the incredibly dull “X-Men 
Origins: Wolverine”— which followed 
the hollow “X-Men: The Last Stand.” 
Thankfully, a new director is on board 
(Matthew Vaughn of the entertaining 
“Kick-Ass”) to rejuvenate this franchise 
before it slips into an unbreakable 
streak of mediocrity 

The verdict: An excellent balance of 
fun and serious, high-stakes excite- 
ment, “First Class” gives origin stories a 
very good name. Fassbendcr’s perfor- 
mance is absolute perfection- he’s com- 
manding at every moment, never more 
so than during a bar fight in Argentina 
loaded with so much tightly wound 
testosterone that just watching it will 
put hair on your knuckles. The movie 
would be a lot tighter if it stopped re- 
peating themes about identity, and the 
casting director must have been ham- 
mered when thinking January Jones can 
play menacing (she’s never more than 
vapid). Otherwise, the funny, ferocious 
“First Class” delivers the kind of “wow” 
moments that, as Thor and Jack Spar- 
row meander, make you feel like sum- 
mer at the movies finally has arrived.

A long time getting nowhere

How to summarize a plot when there isn’t 
one? In a nutshell, what you’ll see in “The 

Tree of Life” is two 1950s 
parents (Brad Pitt, Jessica 
Chastain), their three 
young sons and one of 
the boys as an adult (Sean 
Penn). He barely speaks, 
wandering around in 

the middle of nowhere like a slowed-down 
version of Alanis Morissette’s “You Oughta 
Know” video. Also: many, many shots of 
plants, the sky, space and other non-human 
landscapes. And dinosaurs. 

The buzz: One of the most overrated film- 
makers ever, redundant writer-director Ter- 
rence Malick (“Badlands,” “Days of Heaven,” 
“The Thin Red Line,” “The New World”) ex- 
cels in depicting windy days and animals look- 
ing at things. His weaknesses are elements like 
story character, an over-reliance on voiceover, 
lack of pacing and his ultra-pretentious fond- 
ness for favoring pretty visuals over any you 
know, point. “The Tree of Life,” which did just 
win the top prize at the Cannes Film Festival, 
was largely made using improvisation and 
attempts to capture moments. That’s another 


way of saying there wasn’t an established plot- 
line other than the rough (and far from novel) 
notion of parents shaping their kids and the 
universe being created. Aeah. 

The verdict: Ambition doesn’t automati- 
cally equal achievement, and non-commer- 
cial doesn’t necessarily mean better. The 
ridiculously inefficient “Tree of Life” is 100 
percent beautiful and 80-90 percent B.S., 
as Malick leans on nice cinematography to 
generalize about life’s brightest and darkest 
elements with all the precision of a Coldplay 
song. The film’s few poignant moments of 
childhood reflection don’t correspond to 
anything in the present, so those evocative 
images disintegrate behind pretty but useless 
depictions of everything from the origins of 
life to people standing around in the afterlife. 
This boring, frustrating movie’s not a rumi- 
nation on kids learning about the world’s 
contradictions and tragedies; it’s a hollow, in- 
coherent display of visuals that never seems 
like an actual representation of an adult’s 
memories of youth. Instead of having your 
mind blown, you’ll sit there thinking, “Oh, 
great, another shot of a tree.”

After months of ducking in and out of neighborhood dives, putting 
tights under cocktail dresses and checking heavy coats, you’ve earned 
some summer drinking. It’s time to sit in a couple of fought-over patio 
chairs, order “just one more round” and cross your fingers that it doesn’t 
rain. Summer drinking, just like summertime Chicago, is why everyone 
puts up with the other nine months. This weekend, make it your mission to toast to the 
onset of the season with our top drinks of summer 2011. We promise you won’t be disap- 
pointed. 


The cocktail; - 
Moscow mule 


What it is: At its core, a Moscow 
mule is simply vodka, ginger beer 
and lime. Sometimes there’s a 
mint garnish involved, but we 
can’t endorse that. Essentially, the 
drink is a Dark and Stormy with 
vodka instead of rum (and thus 
the Russian nod in the name). 
Where to get it: Any bar that 
keeps a ginger beer in its arsenal 
should be able to dole one out. 
Need specifics? Try Bar Deville 
(701 N. Damen Ave.) in West Town 
or head to h Music Joint (2105 S. 
State St.), which serves up a ver- 
sion on Thursdays for just $5. 

Why it*s awesome: Ginger beer- 
a darker, more potent cousin 
to ginger ale- long has been a 
hangover go-to. Mix in a little 
vodka and you’ve got a light, crisp 
drink equally suited for sipping on 
a freshly opened patio as it is for a 
little hair-of-the-dog the morning 
after that overindulgent day at the 
beach. 


The shot: 

Rye whiskey 

What it is: The name pretty 
much says it all: whiskey with a 
rye mash to give it a spicy bite. 
Traditionally a working-class 
liquor, rye is enjoying a come- 
back among industry workers. 
Where to get it: Chicago has 
no shortage of whiskey-centric 
spots ready to serve Old Over- 
holt, Templeton and other ryes. 
Checkout Delilah’s (2771 N. 
Lincoln Ave.) in Lincoln Park if 
you like your shots with a side 
of pool, or Longman & Eagle 
(2657 N. Kedzie Ave.) to pair with 
gourmet bites. 

Why it*s awesome: Whiskey 
cocktails inspire too many 
thoughts of falling leaves and 
chilly walks to be a proper sum- 
mer drink. So, what’s a whiskey 
lover to do? Shoot it straight. 
Save the vodka and fruity flavors 
of bomb shots for your summer 
cocktails-let’s toast with some- 
thing a little more stiff. 


The been 
Whatever’s 
in the tent 

What it is: You thought it 
was going to be a fruity 
summer brew in this spot? 
Never. Love to hate it, but 
the overpriced, underfla- 
vored festival beer in a plas- 
tic cup earns the top spot. 
Where to get it: Pitchfork, 
Lolla, Pride Fest, art tests, 
jam fests-take your pick. A 
$5 beer can’t be far away. 
Why it’s awesome: 

Late May through early 
September mark the only 
dates that it’s acceptable 
to drop $10 on just two (if 
you’re lucky) light beers 
that most likely clock in at 
under 12 ounces. But once 
you finally get to the front 
of that beer tent, nothing 
tastes better. 


The guilty 



What it is: A little like a mar- 
garita, a little like a daiquiri, a lot 
like a 7-Eleven slushie with an 
extra kick. 

Where to get it: Boystown, it 
seems, is vodka slushie central. 
Hop into Sidetrack (3349 N. 
Halsted St.) or D.S. Tequila Co. 
(3352 N. Halsted St.). 

Why it’s awesome: In sum- 
mertime, the drinking needs 
to be easy. Fresh, light, fun and 
sometimes frozen. While sitting 
on a patio sipping porter may 
isn’t exactly torture, chances 
are you’d rather be ordering up 
a drink that invokes thoughts 
of sunny islands, not gloomy 
pubs. And with a vodka slushie, 
no one’s going think twice if 
you ask for one of those little 
drink umbrellas. 


Diet killer- 
Jameson ice

What it is: By now you’ve 
probably seen restaurants 
serving up a version of an ice 
cream float with a dark beer 
replacing the pop.

Though The Great Burgerelli consid- 
ers himself quite the sophisticated 
burger eater, I’m not ashamed to admit 
that I was not always this mature. 

Yes, during my younger, wilder days, I 
partook in late-night establishments 
operated by a particularly notorious 
nightlife entrepreneur by the name of 
Dion Antic. ’Tis true: I gobbled wings 
alongside sock monkeys at Iggy’s and 
smoked cigars at Harry’s Velvet Room. 
As it happens, Mr. Antic (whose late- 
night noshing resume also includes 
now-shuttered Rockstar Dogs and 
The Shady Lady) is at it again with 
Porkchop, a West Loop bar and eatery 
serving food until 2 a.m. most nights. I 
stopped in with my eyes fixed squarely 
on the menu’s single burger ($9). 

The burger: With a name like Pork- 
chop, I was not exactly surprised to 
encounter a patty constituting a blend 
of pork and beef Cooked medium rare. 


it is not especially thick, though suf- 
ficiently juicy and quite spicy 

The bun: Still wrinkly from the package, 
this bun did not look very appealing— a 
fact that my server readily admitted 
when setting it down on the table. It 
does not taste like much either. If only 
honesty got you as far as flavor. 

The fixings: The toppings — feta 
cheese, red pepper spread and red 
onion— complement the patty well but 
are a bit skimpy in application. 

Everything else: Move along, fries. 

This burger comes with one of four 
sides: mashed potatoes, fingerling 
potatoes, mustard greens or sauteed 
green beans. Though I cannot say that 
fingerling potatoes are my favorite 
companion to a burger, they were quite 
tasty thanks to a topping of garlicky 
gremolata. The Great Burgerelli, as you

know, enjoys a beverage or two with a 
burger, and the selection of craft beers 
is impressive. Sadly, lack of attention to 
detail results in disappointment in the 
drink department: The honey-bacon 
cherries on the Porkchop Manhattan 
($10) turned out to be ordinary mara- 
schinos, and the bartenders appeared 
to be shaking sugar into drinks requir- 
ing simple syrup — to grainy results. 

Burgerelli’s bottom line: Porkchop’s 


burger, like the bar itself, has poten- 
tial and room for improvement. If a 
late-night eatery is intent on gracing its 
menu with just one burger and stand- 
ing by the statement it makes, I expect 
greatness. My word, it’s sort of why 
that fellow from U2 dubbed himself 
Bono, not “Steve.”
